The vital statistics returns for week ending tko 16th 
October 1948 for towns with a population of 30,000 and oVor 
have been ret eivcd in rospect of only 177 towns ( 163 towns out 
of 182 in India and 14 towns out of 30 in Indian States). The 
estimated mid-year population of these 177 towns is 
22,214,066. The births and deaths recorded in these towns 
numbered 13,762 and 8,123 representing bjrth and death rates 
of 32-2 and 19'0 per thousand of the population respectively _ 

(A) India. — The births and deaths recorded in g towns 
in India wore 12,671 and 7,678 giving birth and death 
rates of 32 ■ 3 and 19 ■ 3 per thousand of the population respec- 
tively. The two towns of Hinganghat, and Akola in the 
Central Provinces recorded high death rates of 73 *1, and 
49 • 6, per thousand of the population and the high death 
rate in Hinganghat was mainly due to deaths from cholera, 
and dysentery and diarrhoea and in Akola due to fevers 
and dysentery and diarrhoea. 


Theie were 86 deaths from cholera, and 6 doaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during the week 
under review. The distribution of cholera deaths waB as follows 
Calcutta rocoided 21; Khuija 14 ; Madras 12 ; Hinganghat 
10 ; Malegaon 7 ; Howrah 6 ; Nellore i ; Wardha 3 ; Dina pur 
Nizamat 2 , Dar bhangs, Bhagalpur, Bhatpara, Yeotmal. 
Godhra, Vellore and Beawar one eaoh. The towns that 
reported deaths from smallpox were Masulipatam 
2 ; Darbhanga, Howrah and Madias one eaoh. 

(B) Indian States . — 'The births and deaths rcoorded in 
Indian States were 1,081 and 645, representing birth 
and death rates of 31 1 3 and 15-8 per thousand of the popula- 
tion respectively. No town reoorded high doath rato of 50 or 
ovor per thousand of the population. Only one death from 
smallpox was recorded in Kolhapur city. There Was no death 
from oholera and plague during the week under review.
